Southwest. The Harriman interests, through 
subsidiary companies, are planning the con- 
struction of nearly 2,000 miles of new rail- 
road. This includes the building of an en- 
tirely new line across the State of Arizona, 
and one equal to the length of the State 
running in a northeasterly direction, be- 
vides numerous branches and spurs in New 
Mexico, Colorado and Arizona. The financ- 
ing of these new lines has already been 
provided for. 

The Atchison is planning to build 500 
miles in Southern Texas and about 300 miles 
in Kansas. This company will also do over 
250 miles of double tracking on the Illinois, 
Mississippi and Albuquerque divisions. By 
the end of the year a sum in excess of 
50,000,000 will be available for this work. 
The St. Paul, having completed its Pacific 
Coast line, is now building spurs; a recent 
one 35 miles long in Washington has been 
authorized. 

New electric railroads include a 60-mile 
line in Illinois, and a 90-mile road in Mon- 
tana, 

Among the important water-power de- 

lop d during the month is 
one on the Kennebec River, Maine, which 
will eventually furnish 100,000 horse-power. 
A 30,000 horse-power hydro-electric develop- 
ment is being planned on the Spokane River. 

The new building developments during the 
month heve, for ths most part, been for 
small structures, although a $5,000,000 hotel 
and a $1,500,000 bank are under way in Chi- 
cago, and plans have been approved for a 
$5,000,000 station in Montreal for the Grand 
Trunk. Industrial works include the $3,- 
000,000 steel plant for Middletown, Ohio, 
which has been projected some time. A 
$1,000,000 car shop and yard for the Big 
Four will be built near Indianapolis; a $2,- 
000,000 yard improvement is contemplated 
in Cleveland, and shops in Collinwood, Ohio, 
call for construction amounting to $1,000,- 
000. The Lake Shore will shortly let con- 
tracts for new shops and yards in Bilkhart, 
Ind. These will cost about $3,000,000. 

Extensive sewer work is contemplated in 
Kansas City, Mo. Actual work on additional 
subways in-New York City will probably 
begin some time this year. Contracts have 
been let fcr 200 miles of highway improve- 
ment in New York, and bids are asked for 
the construction of 28 miles of additional 
sections on the New York Barge Canal.

More inquiries are coming in the employ- 
ment offices than for some time.

portant consuming centers. The lower prices 
named for steel scrap are due to the 
arrivals at the steel mills and the decline 
in foundry stock is tracable to the break in 
the pig iron market.

A large transaction, which has evolved a 
great deal of interest, was the purchase of 
an unknown tonnage, 60,000 to 100,000 tons 
from the U. 8.
